Regular Public Elementary and Secondary Schools, 1986-87: 
Institutional Characteristics, Students, and Teachers 
A Preliminary Report 

Biis preliininary r e port provides an early preview of data 
received from forty States and the District of Colvmtoia on the 
nuni^ers and organizational characteristics of regular public 
eleinentary and secondary schools, the number of stu'jents enrolled 
in these schocls, and the maber of teachers \Aio teach in them. 
Cie data r»Tn » fran the Public School Uhiverse portion of the Center 
for Education Statistics' annual survey, the "Cannon Core of Data." 

B/ **regular public schools'* we mean those which offer 
txaditionzd academic or ocD^rehensive educational programs to the 
general student population rather than schools \Aiich offer only 
spRcializ&i p rogr a m s to a liinited target population. Of all public 
sciMls in the country, approximtely 1^5 penpent are classified as 
regular. Other classifications include special education schools, 
vocational education schools, and alternative/other schools. 

Methodology 

Data for this report w»re provided by State education agencies 
fnxn administrative records in their offices. Ihe Center for 
Education Statistics axxi the State education agencies work 
cooperatively to assure conqpar&bility between data elements 
requested and reported. In an effort to make the data available as 
quickly as possible, the usual extensive reoord-*y-reoord editing 
was not performed by the center. About hadf o^ the respondents 
submitted data by cctputer tape and half by makiiig handwritten 
entries and corrections on ocnfuter printouts.

1986-87 (vftiich 
prcvides student e:irollinent and nuDober of teachers by ^frade level for all 
school types for all r egrnlin g States) . These r ^CT . - t s also contain 
proliminary, unedited data and vill be followed by fined rep ort s and a 
final data tapB. Because of the preliminary natur^^ of these reports, and 
becaiase scne States \2se different &tdd£f and student accounting procedures 
at different levels of organization, there say be slight variations in the 
State totals presented in the three. 

Re^c n se Rates 

Survey responses were received frexn all but fcjr States prior to the 
JXme 15 deadline for inclusion in this report. Hodi^ever, due to various 
probleaoe with the data or the reporting medium, data were usable for only 
forty of the responding States at this time.
